There was also announced the resignation 
of Frank Buchanan as Vice President, but 
it was entirely unexpected, and it arous 
comment, as it suggested the possible with 
drawal of another union from the Building 
Trades council, the Bridge and Structural 
Ironworkers, of which Mr. Buchanan is 
President.

In tendering his resignation Mr. Carroll 
read a statement of the general situation, 
and gave as his reason for resigning the 
alleged announcement of the contractors 
that if he resigned they would make agree- 
ments with all the unions. He pointed out 
the trouble# that lay in store for his suc- 
cessor. He did not refer to the factional 
fights in his own union, the plasterers. 


| Text of Carroll's Lotter. 
Mr. Carroll's letter follows: 
“I hereby present to your honorable body 
my resignation as President of the Build- 
—— council. In doing so I desire to 
thank you all most heartily fer the honor 
you have repeatedly conferred on me and 
also for the confidence you have shown in me 
during the late struggle from which you 
are now emerging with honor to yourselves 
and the cause of trades unionism. 
. “Im taking leave of you who have so long 
been my companions and friends, I desire 
to call your attention to what those whom 
your deliberations may expect. 

“ During the last two yeart certain 
tractors have endeavored to secure changes 
in the laws of the council and affiliated un- 
ions. When the plumbers adopted the rule

“The fight made upon this council by the 
contractors has had only one object. They 
are fighting for a reduction of wages. They 
cannot force you to reduce wages without 
removing from you your greatest weapon 
of defense—the Building Trades council.

The contractors say that if I resign the 
office of President they will make agree- 
ments with all unions. In order to give them 
an opportunity to show that their promises 
are not idle I have decided to step aside. F

NOISE STOPS 
RECITATTONS. 


Schools Near Elevated Roads 
Report That Passing Trains 
Cause Loss of Much 

Time. 


SOME ROOMS ARE USELESS. 


Results of Investigation Made 
by Business Manager John A. : 
| * Guilford Arouse Board 

of Education. 
WILL BRING DAMAGE SUITS. 


“In all the buildings where the elevated 
roads are constructed in the street or Alle 
bounding the school lot the rooms on the 
railroad side are rendered practically use- 
less while trains are passing, especially when 
the windows are open, as is necessary during 
the months of May, June, September, and 
October.”’ 

This significant statement is made by John 
A. Guilford, business manager for the Board 
of Education, in his report to the Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds. Mr. Guilford 
stated that he had personally visited all 
the school buildings abutting on the right of 
way of each road to ascertain the effect on 
teachers and pupils caused by the noise 
made by passing trains. 

“At the various schools I visited I had 
pupils read,” the report continues, and 
with scarcely an exception I found it im- 
possible to distinguish a word spoken while 
the train was passing. I further noticed 
that in nearly all the rooms affected the 
voices of both pupils and teachers were 
pitched in a high, loud, and unnatural key. 
In my opinion, the damage caused to pupils 
and teachers on account of the close proximi- 
ty of the elevated roads to such buildings is 
incalculable.” 


The business manager presented a list 
showing buildings affected, with the dis- 
tance to the nearest elevated track, as be- 
low:

In the Oak Ridge School, Principal Van- 
derwater says, that one-fifth or one-sixth of 
the five hours of school each day is profit- 
less in six of the classrooms, each of which 
contains an average of forty-eight pupils. 

Even in the Bancroft Schodl, 178 feet from 
an elevated road, the effect is said to be to 
compel a suspension of recitations when 
trains are passing if the windows are open. 


Must Watch Chance to Recite. 

“In the Tilden School,” reports the Prin- 
cipal, Harriet N. Winchell, “* the pupils must 
continualiy pitch their voices above the 
usual tone and watch their chance to talk 
while the trains are not passing. The trains 
go by at intervals of one to three minutes, 
and at such times voices cannot be heard 
half way across#®the room. At times the 
noise seems almost nervous

Appeal of Peace Congress. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PARIS, Oct. 5.—The International Peace 
Congress issued an appeal to the nations 
today in which the congress condemns the 
refusal of the British government to agree 
to arbitration or mediation in south Africa. 

Regarding China, the congress urges that 

the solution of the conflict be just and equi- 
table, and in conformity with the unalien- 
able right of the populations to freely dis- 
pose of themselves. 
The congress also characterizes the Ar- 
menian massacres as the most odious deed 
of recent times, and expresses the hope that 
the universal imdignation of the civilized 
world would force the governments to find 
a radical solution. 2 ‘ 

The congress then recommends interna- 
tional arbitration, and urges the conclusion 
of treaties making arbitration permanent 
and obligatory.

ALMEDA FONIEY SAYS SHE WAS 
BEATEN AT INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


Escapes from South Evanston Institu- 
tion by Climbing Over a Transom, 
but Is Taken Back — Declares in a 
Written Statement She Was Im- 
prisoned and Fed Crusts and Water 
—Denial Made by Authorities—Aged 
Woman Complains of Mistreatment. 


Almeda Fontey, aged 12, an escaped in- 
mate of the Illinois Industrial School for 
Girls at South Evanston, yesterday told 
Mrs. P. L. McKinnie, 721 Sheridan road, a 
tale of cruelty and neglect at the institu- 
tion. Last night, when confronted by the 
assistant superintendent, Mrs. Mary Riley, 
she stated that the story she had told was 
false. Mrs. McKinnie, however, has decided 
to present the case to the attention of Judge 
Tuthill that the school may be investigated. 

According to the story told by the child the 
superintendent and teachers of the school 


| are in the habit of beating the girls in the 
house with sticks and rulers and then send. | 


ing them to bed to stay until they think 
the punishment has been sufficient. The 


she has nothing to eat but bread and water 
and that she is given nothing to aid her in 
passing the time. Almeda asserts that sha 
was kept in restraint for a week before 
making her escape by means of the transom 
over the door of her room. During that 
time nothing was given to her, she de- 
clared, but bread and water. She accused 
one of the teachers of beating her over hte 
head with a ruler and still another of using 
a stick. She said that when she had 
screamed because of the pain of the blows 
the superintendent, Miss Miller, threatened 
to hang her up on a nail. Her hair was 
pulled, she charged, and when she screamed 
she was compelled to stand up from early 
in the afternoon until 9 o'clock at night. 
The usual length of the punishment of 
staying in bed, the child said, is three 
weeks. When a girl receives this sentence 
her clothes are taken away that she may 
not escape. When Almeda got out of her 
room yesterday by using the transom she 
found an old drese and fied to the home of 
Mrs. McKinnie. She appeared there about 
noon and begged for shelter and food. She 
seemed to be utterly exhausted and her 
pleadings that she might not be sent back 
to the institution were so piteous that Mrs. 
McKinnie resolved to keep her. She went 
to get the child a lunch, and when she re- 
turned she found her asleep on a settee. 


Makes Written Statement. 


Mrs. McKinnie said that on the child's 
head and arms are marks ef the beatings 
which she claimed she had received. The 
little girl wrote out a statement of the case, 
and the writing and spelling were poor for 
a 12-year-old child who has been in such 
an institution for five years. The contents 
of this statement follow: ; 

My papa and mamma are dead. I was’ t 
to the Industrial School and have been there five 
years. The first two years they were good to me,

The child told Mrs. McKinnie that when 
the recent child-saving convention was held 
at the school a cake which had ‘been sent 
to one of the girls was taken away and 
gerved to the guests. :

Mrs. McKinnie telephoned for the police 
to investigate the charges and they took 
the child back to the school. Miss Miller, 
‘the superinténdent, was not at the school 


last night, but Mrs. Mary Riley, the assist- 


ant superintendtnt, said that the claims 
made by the child were false. ae 

We are ready for any investigation,” 
said Mrs. Riley, and, in fact, will be glad to 
have one.“

Councilman Lineham Would Remove 
the Emblems of lish Sovereignty 
from the Old Building, Replacing It 
with an Insignia of Liberty. N 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 5.—I[ Special. Frank 
J. Linehan, representative of Ward 13 in 
the Common Council of this city, does not 
appreciate the beauties of the old State 
House “* menagerie.”" He doesn’t like lions, 
and never could endure the facial expression 
of unicorns, he says. The combination of 
these animals as exemplified in the British 
arms has bumped on his nerves since boy- 
hood, and he would haul down the symbols 
of English sovereignty. 

Mr. Linehan is not unique. He has many 
precedents for his plea. Others, inthe years 
that are past, have eloquently urged that 
the lion should de returned to the jungis, 
and that the unicorn should be sold in some 
old curiosity shop. But the anti-animal 
campaign has never won but once. That was 
away back in July of 1776, on the occasion of 
the first celebration of American independ- 
ence in this city. At that time men and 
boys gathered in a mob and pulled the sym- 
bols from their lofty perches, burning them 
in the middie of King street, or State street 
as it is now called. Mr. Linehan hopes this 
course will not be necessary at the present 
time. 

When, long afterwards, citizens united to 
save the historic structure of colonial and 
revolutionary days from destruction by the 
march of improvement, they determined to 
restore the building to its original appear- 
ance. Then copies of the lion and the uni- 
corn were again placed on the eastern ga- 
bles, simply to make the restoration the 
more nearly complete. 

There was criticism of the act by numerous 
individuals then, and to appedse them a 
bright gilt eagle was set up on the western 
front with the State and cityarms. The last 
two decades have witnessed attacks, at in- 
tervals, aimed at the king of the forest and 
the fabulous beast with one horn. f

INK BLOT SAVES A FARM. 


PROVES SPURIOUS DEED TO $115,- 
OOO WORTHOFLAND. 


Peculiar Circumstance by Wlich Heirs 
of John McCaffery Win gz “t Lrought

Possession of Property at Seventy- 
Arst Street and Western Boulevard— 
Document Shewn to Have Genuine 
Signature and Stain. 


The decision of a jury in Judge Balls court, 
reported yesterday, declaring spurious the 
deed to $115,000 worth of land, was reached 
through a large, innocent looking blot near 
the signature of John McCahill. 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, as 
trustee, won the suit, and kept possession of 
the old McCaffery farm at Seventy-first 
street and Western boulevard. Howard, who 
married in 1888 Rose McCahill, supposed to 
be John McCaffery’s niece, claimed the land 
under the deed, which he alleged had been 
given him by the eccentric millionaire in 
1898. The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
holding the farm since McCaffery’s death in 
1804, maintained the deed was a forgery. 

For the complainant, Jesse Lowenhaupt, 
formerly of the firm of Ringer, Wilhartz & 
Lowenhaupt, swore that in 1898 Howard had 
shown him the deed, asking him if he could 
get possession of the property under it, the 
deed having been lost from the time of Mc- 
Caffery's death in 1894 to that time. 

The assertion that the deed was forged was 
denied by the complainant and his attor- 
neys, who offered the deed in evidence. It 
had been certified before Anthony R. Pfohl, 
notary public, on Dec. 20, 1898, and Mr. Pfohl 
testified that he had witnessed, signed, and 
sealed the deed and seen it handed to Mr. 
Howard by Mr. McCaffery. 

Experts Tolman, Drake, and Ewell pro- 
nounced the will spurious, although they ad- 
mitted that beyond a doubt the signature of 
McCaffery was genuine. The deed, said 
Henry L. Tolman, had been altered by chem- 
teals. A microscopic examination resulted in 
the discovery that the body of the instru- 
ment had been eaten out by chemicals and 
filled in again, the deed, according to the ex- 
perts, having been ordiginally probably for 
some other piece of property than the farm 
and to some other person than Howard. 

A large blot of ink dropped from McCaf- 
fery’s pen close to his signature proved to 
the jury beyond a doubt the theory of the 
experts. The blot had fallen at a place 
where subsequently the paper was folded. 
That the blot had been dropped prior to the 
folding of the paper, however, was proved by 
the fact that it had not run along the line of 
the fold nor soaked into the tissue of the pa- 
per, as it would had the surface of the paper 
been broken by folding prior to the dropping 
of the blot. 

In the body of the instrument it was plainly 
visible that all of the ink lines in the 50. 
words of description of the property had run 
along the lines of folds in the paper, proving 
that the ink blot had been made at one time 
and the body of the instrument had been 
filled in at another. . 

The jury decided against the deed in one 
ballot, taken five minutes after they left the 
courtroom. 

Two suits being allowed a plaintiff in an 
ejectment case, attorneys for the plaintiff 
announced that they would bring their con- 
tention and deed into court again. The case 
is sét for trial on Nov. 12. 


SCORES CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Clergyman at Southington, Conn., De- 
clares the Midway Institution a 
„ Hotbed of Heresy.“ 


Southington, Conn., Oct. 5.— [Special. — 
The adjournment of the meeting of the New 
Haven Baptist association tonight was pre- 
ceded by a lively debate occasioned by an 
attack on the Newton Theological Seminary, 
near Boston, and the University of Chicago. 

A resolution was presented providing that 
all of the churches of the association be 
asked to take a collection for the Newton 
Theological Seminary. It was announced 
that John D. Rockefeller had promised to 
give the institution $150,000 if a similar 
amount could be raised in other quarters. 
The Rev. T. A. T. Hanna of Shelton op- 
posed the resolution. He said: 

„This seminary and also the Baptist Uni- 
versity at Chicago are hotbeds of heresy. 
Their instructors lead the pupils from tne 
solid foundation of the old theology to the 
shifting quicksand of the new so-called 
scientific religion. 

“Young men go to these institutions wi 
a true, unwavering faith in the Almighty. 
Before long, however, they are shaken by 
the doubts of their tutors, who turn on the 
Bible the searchlight of science, and, while 
not absolutely fejecting portions of it as un- 
true, they so hedge certain passages with 
doubts and scientific data that their teach- 
ings lose their weight, and their pupils be- 
come atheists at heart, if they do not show 


their agnosticism outwardly.”’

Lansing, Mich., ‘Oct. 5.—[Spectal.J—In is- 
suing a call for a special session of the Leg- 
is:ature to convene at noon on Wednesday, 
Oct. 10, Governor Pingree admits that he is 
taking advantage of his last chance to put 
the Legis:ature on record on the subject of 
railroad taxation and the repeal of special 
charters, and does not care who is hit by his 
action. 

The proclamation, a copy of which was sent 
by Secretary of State Stearns to each mem- 
ber of the Legislature by registered mail 
tonight, mentions the questions of special 
charter repeal and of submitting to the peo- 
ple at the coming election a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment which will authorise 
the Legisiature to enact laws under which 
the property of rai:road, telegraph, tele- 
phone, and express companies wil! be taxed 
on its real value, instead of requiring these 
companies to pay specific taxes as now. 

The expense of an extra session, the prov- 
lamation says, is trivial compared with the 
benefits to be derived from a proper solu- 
tion of the question, and-the people are en- 
titled to know that their servants who are 
charged with the duty of solving the problem 
are faithful to their interests. 


Says New Law Is Demanded. 

Partial success in the way of securing 
equal taxation is said to have been gained 
through the enactment-at the last regular 
session of the present Legislature of the law 
creating the State Tax commission, which 
has this year placed on the assessment rolls 
$360,000,000 of property which has heretofore 
wholly escaped taxation, and this has made 
universal the demand for the passage of 
laws that will place all property upon the 
assessment rolls at its.true cash value. 

The Governor says that action should no 
longer be delayed, especially in view of the 
fact that all political parties and all State 
and legislative candidates are pledged to 
bring about the change he advocates, and it 
is évident that at no time can such a full 
expression of the wishes of the people be se- 
cured as at a Presidential election. 


Seizes Upon Best Time. 

It is generally agreed that the Governor 
has seized upon this as a favorable time for 
forcing this legisiation to a successful issue. 
believing that neither party will dare defeat 
either measure just on the eve of election. It 
is understood that he will publicly invite 
Gubernatorial candidates Bliss and Maybury 
to come to Lansing and use their influence 
with the Legislature in favor of both meas- 
ures, 


Values Being Estimated. 

Professor Mortimer E. Cooley of the Mich- 
igan University is directing the work of 
appraising the values of all the property 
of railroad, telegraph, telephone, and ex- 
press companies in Michigan to furnish a 
basis for the formulation of a statute which 
will provide for the taxing of the property 
of those corporations on its actual cash 
value. 

The work, which must be completed by 
the middle of December, will cost approxi- 
mately $40,000. All the persons employed 
on it are experts and they receive the pay 
of experts. Professor Cooley made a charge 
of $1,000 per month for his services, but the 
Board of State Auditors, after consulting 
with the State Tax Commissioners, cut this 
to $700, and it is expected the professor 
will accept the latter figure. 

The Board of State Auditors has agsured 
Governor Pingree and the Tax commission 
that the bills of all the experts necessary to 
the compietion of the work within the pre- 
‘scribed time will be allowed and paid, and 
men will be added as fast as their services 
are needed, !

BAPTIST POLITICAL MEETING AD- 


Immanuel Church Lecture-Room Filled 
with Audience That Listens While

The Democratic speaker failed to appear 
at Immanuel Baptist Church last night to 
participate in the joint debate on the issues 
of the campaign, and the meeting, which 
was intended to present both sides of the 
political situation, became a purely Repub- 
lican affair. J. W. Ownby made the address, 
H. R. Drake, who w@ originally intended 
for the Democratic orator, found that his 
previous dates would conflict with last 
night's meeting, and the Democratic Cam- 
paign committee promised at 4 o'clock yeg- 
terday afternoon to send another speaker, 
but did not do so. 

The ſteture- room of the church was thrown 
open for the meeting, and presented a sharp 
contrast to the ordinary halls where political 
meetings are held. There was also some- 
thing new in the manner in which the ushers 
grasped the hand of each new arrival. There 
was also a Bible class announcement at the 
opening, which seemed an odd circumstance 
at a political meeting. a 


Inevitable Questioner There. 

But after the meeting was fairly under 
way there was not so much difference be- 
tween it and the ordinary campaign gather- 
ing. The address was similar to the usual 
campaign speech, and its eloquent 
elicited the same applause which would 
have been accorded at any other political 
gathering. There was the same array of 
spectators from every walk of life which 
a political meeting calls together, and the 
same interruptions by one man with the in- 
evitable list of questions which he wanted 
the speaker to answer on the spot. With 
uplifted forefinger this disturber repeatedly 
interrupted the speaker with the formula: 
May I ask you one question, please?“ until 
informed that he would either have to leave 
the church or keep silence. 

The speaker began by saying that th 
country ought to be thankful that during 
the last four years it had had a President 
who was just in peace and brave ins war. 
This sentiment brought out applause so 
hearty that the feeling of the audience for 
the Ohio man was at once made manifest. 

The whole question of expansion, Judge 
Ownby said, had been forced upon the Amer- 
ican people. Turning then to the criticisms

He insists that this coun- 
try should establish a protectorate over the 
Philippines. 1 declare to you that I believe 
in that dase the United States would be at 
war with every great country of the world 
inside of five months.”’ 


Philippines Are Our Property. 

Replying to Bryan's tirades against the 
President for the fighting in the Philippines, 
Judge Ownby delivered this scathing ar- 
raignment of the Democratic candidate: 

“The Philippines have become the prop- 
erty of the United States by treaty, which 
is a part of the law of the land. There is 
armed rebellion in that part of the United 
States against the authority of this country. 
President McKinley took an oath of office 
in which he swore to maintain the law and 
suppress rebellion. 

Now, if Mr. Bryan criticises President 
McKinley for his course, what would he do 
under the same circumstances if he were 
President? Disregard the law and the oath 
of office and the constitution? That is more 
truly imperialism than anything which he 
has criticised McKinley for doing.“ 

In closing, he said that Aguinaldo was 
waiting to see how the election went, and 
that the war in the Philippines would cease 
after election day, for William McKinley 
would be reélected. 


WISCONSIN SHOWS ITS QUALITY 


Big New Warship Makes Speedy Trip

RUVILRS LAND OF BIRTH 


Wisconsin Denounces His Parents 
‘and Their Country—Insult to the 
_ dewish Race Made by Kenosha Man 
Brings Him a Blow in the Face — 
Sentiments Expressed at Terre 


Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 5.—{Special.J—" I 
was born in Germany, and I blame my father 


and mother for it. I am ashamed of it. To 


Germany.. 
This was the sentiment with which Louis 
G. Bohmrich, the present Democtfatic can- 
date for Gevernor of Wisconsin, startled 
a crowd of German-Americans in the Del- 
monico restaurant here on June 14, 1894, and 
he followed it with an insult te the Jewish 


Germany on Dec. 7, 1894, and was ordered 
out of the restaurant for doing so. On Dec. 
10 of the same year he wrote a letter to Her- 
man Mewes, the preprietor of the restau- 
rant, saying he was sorry that his state- 
ments of his belief caused him any trouble. 
but at the same time he could not help be- 
lieving as he did. These were his convic- 
tions, and he was sorry they gave offens2. 
He begged pardon and expressed the hope 
that, notwithstanding: he believed as he did, 
His pleasant personal relations with Mr. 
Mewes would not be disturbed... 

The statement was made about 6 o'clock 


in the evening, and there were sitting around 


the table at the time Herman, Mewes, the 
proprietor of the urant; Herman Raabe, 
bookkeeper of the ret National. Bank; 
Theodore Markel; bookkeeper of McKean's 
Bank; Colonel George Edward Pugh, ex- 
City Attorney; Louis .Finkbinder, at that 
time a hardware merchant, now retired; 
William Peaker, now dead: Carl Kranz- 
leiter, now of New York; Abe Reimold, whe 
was entertaining Mr. Bohmrich, but who is 
now in Worcester, Mass.; Otto Rosenberg, 
now dead; and W. T. Beauchamp, a livery 
man. Aaron Goldberg was not at the table, 
but he heard the remark. 


Struck by Man He Insulted. 

The statement came so unexpectedly that 
those present were all excited in a moment. 
Mr. Mewes remonstrated with Mr. Bohmrich 
for casting such a reflection upon his parents 

and upon his native country. An argument 
followed and the party arose from the table, 
going to the front of the place, where Mr. 
Bohmrich repeated the statement and where 
he also make the remark, as Mr. Goldberg 
came forward teward the crowd, that “ he 
could always tell a Dutchman and a Jew, 

they looked so much like a hog.” For this 
latter statement Mr. Goldberg hit Mr. Bohm- 
rich on the nose, drawing blood, and was 
only prevented from inflicting more punish- 
ment because the others mterfered. 

This is in substance the story which is toid 
by the witnesses of this affair. Mr. Bohm- 
rich was at the time in the employ of the 
Pettit Malt company of Kenosha, and one of 
his customers was the Terre Haute Brewing 
company. He was here to get an order for 
malt, and through Mr. Reimold and Mr, 
Peaker of the brewery got to be well known. 


Statement of Herman Mewes. | 

The story of the Bohmrich incident is best 
told by Herman Mewes, the proprietor of the 
Delmonico restaurant, where the affair took 
place. Mr. Mewes said today: : 

In June, 1894, Mr. Bohmrich was here 
selling malt to the brewing company, and 
on June 14 he was in here, and a large crowd 
was sitting around that table,“ pointing to 
a large round table. We had been drink- 
ing a little wine, but there was not a manin 
the party but who was sober and fully aware 
of the import of everything which he said. 
In the course of the conversation Mr. Bohm- 
rich said: ‘I was born in Germany, and I 
blame my father and mother for it. I am 
ashamed of it.“ I told him heshould not say 
such things. 

We atgued the question for some 
and then Mr. Bohmrich said, ‘ To h——1l with 
Germany.’ | „ 

* We then got up from the table and went 
to the front, when Mr. Bohmrich repeated 
his statement. At that time Mr. Goldberg 
came up to pay for his supper, and Mr. 
Bohmrich made a remark to the effect that 
there were only two classes of people against 
whom he had anything—the Germans and 
the Jews—adding;, and here comes one of the 
Solomon Isaacs now.’ 

“Mr. Goldberg told him there was one 
thing a Jew always did, and that was to 
respect his father and mother. Then there 
was some confusion, during which I under- 
stood Mr. Bohmrich to say that the fact 
that he (Goldberg) was a Jew made it doubt- 
ful for him to know how many fathers he 
had, and then Mr. Goldberg struck Mr. 
Bohmrich on the nose. We quieted them 
down, and all went out after that.“ 


Letter Bepeats the Sentiment. 
Mr. Mewes exhibited the letter which 
Bohmrich had sent him. In it the present 
candidate expressed regret that things 
which he said should have caused any trou- 
ble and that no matter how sorry he was 
still he could not help feeling as he’did about 
the matter. 

Mr. Mewes also said: “ Since Mr. Bohm- 
rich has been nominated for Governor of 
Wisconsin Mr. Dickout of this city, whose 
wife is, I believe, some distant relative of 
Mr. Bohmrich, came to me and talked about 
the affair and asked me to say nothing 
about it. He told me that after the election, 
if Mr. Bohmrich was successful, he would 
come here and would for 
pagne in my place, but I do not care for 
$100 and I do not understand how any party 
could have nominated such a man for the 
office of Governor.” 5 

Aaron Goldberg and other witnesses of the 
affair have made affidavits. substantially 
the same as the statements of Mr. Mewes, 
who also swore to the facts.

At the Illinois Steel company the billet 
mill and converter will start up also on 
Monday. They will employ 600 to 700 men. 
The rod mill will remain idle for the present. 

At the offices of the steel company here 
John W. Gates is held largely responsible 
for the recent closing. One of the lécal man- 
agement said today: John W. Gates is 
still trying to get even because he was not 
elected President of the Federal Steel com- 
pany. At the time of the Gates coup in the 
stock market, some months ago, an attempt 
was made to get out of the contract for rods 
given by the wire mills, and if that had been 
successful the shutdown would likely have 
taken place at that time. The rod contract 
between the two companies has now ex- 
pired, and, acting under the Gates influence, 
the American Steel and Wire company re- 
fuses to renew it. The orders for rods were 
transferred to the wire company’s rod mill 
at Anderson, Ind. This left the Joliet rod 
mill without orders, as nearly all its prod- 
uct was consumed by the wire company, and 
a shutdown was unavoidable. The billet 
mills and converter, which supply material 
for the rod mill, were also affected and the 
men laid oct.“ , 
According to this same information the 
steel company will be compelled to secure 
a new market for its rods or recognize the 
Gates influence in the management of its 
affairs.

Washington. D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
General Fitshugh Lee, commanding the Mil- 
itary Department of Western Cuba, has 
sent to the War department a spirited criti- 
cism of Cuban jails and the Cuban judiciary. 
He quotes from a statement of the law offi- 
cer of his staff, who says: 

“As rule, an American on trial in a 
Cuban court, even though his Judge be the 
em ent of justice, has no chance for a 


the charge made against him because it is in 
the technical language of the Spanish code. 
He cannot understand the testimony pre- 
sented by the prosecution because it is in 
Spanish, and consequently he is not able to 
advise his counsel what can be refuted. He 
cannot before his trial communicate intelli- 
gently with his counsel in preparation there- 
for, nor can he during his trial call attention. 
to points brought out in the testimony. 

His testimony in his own behalf and the 
testimony of such American witnesses as 
may be produced in his behalf, must be 
translated by an interpreter and he cangot 
tell whether or not it is correctly translated. 
He cannot understand the argument of the 
prosecution so as to advise his counsel how 
to answer it, and cannot know whether his 
counsel, in his argument, has made answer 
to what he could, and finally after trial and 
conviction no reviewing party can deter- 
mine whether or not the evidence against 
him was sufficient to justify a conviction, 
because no record is kept of the testimony 
produced on his trial. | 

“ Again, supposing that his Judge is all 
that is upright and just; supposing that his 
counsel is all that is able and loyal; suppos- 
ing everything to be in his favor that could 
be in his favor, he could not have a fair and

tax the resources of the powers to deal with. 

The indemnity demanded by the several 
powers is likely te be so enormous that 
China will be unable to pay without the loss 
of territory, while the razing of the Taku 
forts will be a severe strain on Chinese na- 
tional pride. 


The powers may have agreed between. 


themselves aa to the methods to be adopted 
in negotiating a final settlement, but the day 
of settlement is evidently far off. 


The British elections have been actively in 
progress during the week, and the results 
have been those predicted. Lord Salisbury's 
administration has recetved an indorsement 
emphasized by largely increased Conserva- 
tive and Unionist majdtities and a dimin- 
ished Liberal vote. „ policy, 
whether for the good or ill of the empire, has 
been accepted by the English electors. The 
only possible construction to be placed on 
the verdict of the English electorate is that 
the conduct of the war in south Africa, with 
all its miserable mistakes and errors costly 
to Hfe, has been indorsed, and that the an- 
nexation of the two Boer republics is ap- 
proved. All other issues were lost sight of. 
No other question was raised. It was a 
„Khaki campaign, and not the least of its 
significant features was the adhesion of 
the labor vote tothe ministry. 


In French political circles the event of 


the week was the schism in the Gocialist 
party over the question of continuing the 
alliance with the Republicans in support 
of the present ministry. The quarrel dates 
from the formation of the Waldeck-Rous- 
seau Cabinet, on June 22, 1899. The Cabinet 
was formed by Waldeck- Rousseau for the 
sole purpose of tiding the government over 
the Gangerous crisis precipitated by the 
decree of the Court of Cassation giving Cap- 
tain Dreyfus a new trial. The Cabinet was 
unlike any of its predecessors in the his- 
tory of the third republic. It was made 
up of progressive and radi Republicans, 
two Socialists, and one 
Socialists supported the ministry because of 
their hatred of the army, while General de 
Gallfet, the Imperialist, accepted the post 
of Minéster of War from methods of pure and 
lofty patriotism. 

The Socialists were represented in the 
Cabinet by MM. Millerand and Baudin, 
the former being one of the leaders of the 
party. The extreme radical members of the 
Socialist party, under the leadership of Jules 
Guesde, declared open war on Millerand 
and thie conflict has continued for fifteen 
months. 

The Socialist congress a year ago falled to 
settle the disputed question as to whether

The publiahed announcement that Mel- 
bourne has been made the capital of the new 
Australian federation is misleading. “ Tem- 
porary capital” would be more in accord- 
ance with the facts. The agreement for the 
federation of the Australian States, as re- 
ferred to a plebiscite in each colony, pro- 
vided that the federal capital should be in 
New South Wales, at least 100 miles from 
Sidney, Melbourne being the temporary 
home of the federal Parliament. 

Australian federation is the result of an 
agitation which began in 1852, @ut it was 
not until 1886 that a federal council met for 
the first time to discuss a union of the colo- 
nies. The first Australian federation con- 
vention met at Sidney in March, 1801. The 
convention adopted a constitution which, 
however, was never ratified by the colonies. 
In 1898 a second constitution was adopted 
at a convention, but at the plebiscite it 
proved only partly acceptable. A confer- 
ence early in 1800 reached an agreement 
on the points in dispute and the constitution 
was finally adopted by all the colonies,

ABOUT “STANDING ARMIES.” j 

The constitution. vests in Congress the 
authority to “raise and support armies.” 
Whether they should be large or small 
was left by its framers to the discretion 
of Congress. There has been a stand- 
ing army since the establishment of the 
government, aud it was larger in propor- 
tion to population ninety years ago than 
it is now. Never yet has that army been 
a menace to the liberties of the people. 
That army, no matter how large it may 
be, never will endanger the stability of 
free institutions if it is made up exclusive- 
ly of such soldiers as Mr. Bryan has proved 
himself to be. There. would be much des- 
perate fighting before military rule could 
be set up in this country. The standing 
army required for that purpose would have 
to be composed of better campaigners than 
the Democratic Presidential candidate. 

Mr. Bryap dabbled a ‘little two years 
and a half ago in that militarism which 
he is condemning now so vigorously. The 
military spirit took possession of him and 
he entered the army. But he did not be- 
lieve the post of honor was a private's 
station. He went as a Colonel. His serv- 
ices were needed in no capacity. There 
was an abundance of volunteers better 
qualified for military service than he was. 
Yet he insisted upon getting into the army 
with his regiment, though in doing so he 
thrust out of the way, against its protests, 
a regiment which had been organized first 
and in whose behalf he had promised to 
use his influence. 

Mr. Bryan’s military service was not due 
to heroic devotion to his country’s cause. 
It was prompted by political considerations. 
He felt that if the war should last for 
any time and he was notein it in some 
way he would be left out in the cold. He 
went into the army to keep himself be- 
fore the public and did quite as much 
political as he did military campaigning 
while he was a Colonel. 

Having made nothing out of his military 
venture Mr. Bryan is now concerned about 
the dangers of militarism and of a stand- 
ing army. There would be no policemen 
if there were no criminals. There would 
be no need of a standing army for home 
service were it not for the existence of 
demagogues who but for it would stir 
up disorder oftener than they do. There 
were such demagogues when the consti- 
tution was framed. The men who drafted 
it were mindful of the Shays rebellion in 
Massachusetts, and they gave Congress 
power to raise armies to protect the republic 
against domestic as well as foreign foes. 

The protection which the standing army 
has given the people against the attacks 
of mobs, incited by demagogues, has been 
of priceless value. A riot like the one 
headed by Debs was an attempt to subvert 
the principles of free government. If there 
had been no national police force in the 


+ tution and no President willing to use that 
police force that riot would have assumed 
national proportions. 

The standing army in quelling that riot 
at Ohicago shed no blood. The mere dis- 
play of force was sufficient. Nor was 
any blood shed by those regulars who were 
sent by the President, in obedience to the 
application of the Demo-Pop Governor of 
Idaho to suppress domestic violence in the 
Cour d’Aléne mining distriet. The fear 
of what might happen if resistance was 
attempted chilled the spirits of the rioters. 
They were ready to fight a Sheriff or a 
Governor. They had no wish to get into 
a controversy with the representatives of 
the government of the United States. 
The American standing army is an in- 
surance against domestic turbulence and 
bloodshed. It is of more value than ten 
times the number of volunteers or militia- 
men, especially if those volunteers are of 
the political type. During the last twenty- 
five years it has not been necessary to ap- 
peal to the general government more than 
three or four times for the aid of its stand- 
ing army. Had there beer no such army 
its aid would have been needed a hundred 

It is not strange that the demagogue, the 

Socialist, the Debsite, and every other 
man who is seeking to weaken and sub- 
vert the fundamental principles of the 
American government should attack the 
standing army. He recognizes in it his arch 
enemy. When he passes from violent speech 
to violent act it confronts him and bids 
him hold up his hands. He obeys the order, 
for he knows what the consequences would 
be it he did not. 

THE MOTIVE OF THE HAT SNATCHER. 

The detection and arrest of Mary B. 
Witek, who made such ha voc with hats in 
the shopping district of late, will greatly 
relieve the thousands of women who daily 
crowd its thoroughfares. The success with 
Which she has pursued her avocation of 
hat snatching and eseaped arrest has nat- 
urally caused widespread apprehension and 
a feeling of insecurity as to the safety of 
headgear, which has greatly diminished 
the delights of the daily promenade. As 
women closely scrutinize each other’s hats 
for hints or from general curiosity, no one 
could tell when she was safe or at what 
moment her neighbor, apparently viewing 
her astonishing construction with admira- 
tion, might pounce upon it like a hawk and 
rend it. To such an extent have these ap- 
prehensions increased of late that many 
women have begun filling their hats so ful! 
of hat pins that they have looked like walk- 
ing arsenals. There will be a feeling of 
relief, therefore, now the hat snatcher has 
been caught. * 

It is not easy to explain the motive of this 
woman's destructive fury, and her own 
explanations are confusing. At one time 
she says that she is infuriated by the sight 
of the bright colors in the towering masses 
of vegetation, textile products, fauna, and 
flora which so many women heap upon 
their heads under the absurd impression 
that this style of head adornment is beauti- 
ful.

It may be that unfortunate Mary Witek 
has artistic perceptions and a keen sense of 
the beautiful. Toa person thus esthetically 
‘equipped the sight of the extraordinary com- 
binations on women’s heads must have been 
peculiarly distressing. It is easy to imagine 
that to a person sensitively attuned to the 
harmonies of color and graces of propor- 
tion such combinations may ‘be exasper- 
ating, and that to snatch and destroy them 
brings grateful relief and satisfies the 
artistic soul. 

SENATOR HANNA’S SPEECH. .

The crowd informed him 
that he was “ all right,” and he reciprocated 
the compliment, but he asked whether every- 
body was going to continue all right by 


was: Tou bet, we will.” 
There were many Democrats among Sen- 
ator Hanna’s auditors, and they were not 
slow to applaud his good points. Though 
some may have gone there to scoff, they 
geem to have remained to pray. ‘They found 
the Ohio Senator to be a man who could 
talk straight to the minds and hearts of 
workingmen. His frank, sensible, fair- 
minded statements could not do otherwise 
than meet the approval of all who heard 
him. He did not tell them they were mar- 
tyrs, or try to convince them they were un- 
happy, or seek to stir up their hatred of 
other people.

HOW TO SUPPRESS NOISOME ODORS. 

If the city authorities are in earnest 
in their efforts to suppress the noisome 
odors which at irregular intervals sweep 
over the city; there is one way in which 
they may easily bring persistent offenders 
to a sense of their wrongdoing. ’ Let them 
first obtain evidence that certain individuals

This ought not to be hard to 
do, in view of the statements made by 
the city authorities. Then let this evi- 
dence be presented to the ‘proper court 
and an injunction applied for. If the Health 
department is able to prove that the ter- 
rific stench is due to the failure to use con- 
densers and is further in a position to show 
that certain individuals or companies have 
been negligent in that regard, it is believed 
thet an injunction may be procured. Once 
enjoined against making a public nuisance 
of itself any corporation is likely to take 
the necessary precautions and to see that 
its employés use the necessary care to obey 

e order of the court. Else it is likely to 
find itself in serious and disagreeable legal 
complications. | 

It is possible that the same remedy might 
be applied to the city itself. The city gar- 
bage dump at Robey street and Belmont 
avenue is, for a limited region, one of 
the most persistent and highly scented of- 


eity, and the effort to secure an injunc- 
tion enjoining the city against making a 
nuisance of itself might be worth the trying. 
The city’s plea that disinfectant is daily 
sprinkled ovér the garbage heaps at the 
dump is not satisfactory. Still it should 
be borne in mind that the garbage dump is 
not the cause of the stenches principally 
complained of. They are intermittent and 
do not arise from any continuing cause. 

It is possible that a personal appeal to 
the man of destiny on the part of suffer- 
ing citizens might lead him to issue orders 
which would result in the suppression of 
the stenches which come from the ren- 
dering establishments at the Stock-Lards. 
The pretense that they come from the 
garbage dump, or from drying hair, or from 
any other continuing cause is futile and ex- 
asperating. The disingenuousness of the 
Health department in this matter merely 
adds to the offense.

PROFESSIONAL GOLF. 

Golf is a game in which professionalism 
has played only an inconspicuous part until 
lately. That it is beginning to be introduced 
is something which is not to be applauded. 
There is comparatively little reason why 
anybody ghould enjoy paying an expert to 
traverse the course in a comparatively few 
less strokes than would be used by a good 
amateur. The championship contests at 
Wheaton brought together a large number 


of professionals, including the two leading 


experts imported from England. Some of 
the best amateurs competed with them and 
the relative skill of the two classes was 
brought into direct comparison. 

The best score made by a professional 
was that of Harry Vardon, who went 


days in a total of 313 strokes. The next 
best score, made by J. H. Taylor, was 315. 
The best amateur score was made by C. B. 
Macdonald, his total being 352 and his 
standing in the list of sixty-three players 
being twenty-fifth. The difference between 
the best professidnal score and the best 
amateur score, therefore, was only thirty- 
nine strokes in two days’ play, while below 
this amateur record stood dozens of pro- 
fessionals, several of whom. had been re- 
garded as possible candidates for absolutely 
first honors. 

Carrying @ sport to an extreme in this 
kind of professionalism is not to be admired 
nor encouraged. The experts themselves are 
not distinguished among lovers of sport 
for any great achievements. They are as 
indefinite in the public mind as the conven- 
tional “long man” arid “ short man.” No- 
body cares which one excels the other 
in the business they have adopted. A good 
meny amateur golfers are beginning to 
look upon the ¢ontest between these pro- 
fessionals much’ as Iago regarded the en- 
counter between Roderigo and Cassio: 

Now, whether he kill Cassio, 
Or Cassio him, or each do kill the other, 
Every way makes my gain. 

There is danger that the encouraging of 
professionalism will lead to the injury of 
the sport itself. Golf is an excellent game 
for the amateur from every point of view, 
because it takes men out of doors, gives 
them a wholesome degree of mental stimulus 
and interest, which they need, while in- 
ducing them to take plenty of efercise 
and to inhale an abundance of fresh air 
under favorable conditions. It is difficult 
to see how such a game can be improved 


by pure professionalism. The encourage- 


ment of such a step is to be deplored for 
every reason. Any game given up to pro- 
fessionalism soon becomes useless for other 
purposes. This is what has happened to 
baseball, while the same evil is beginning 
to get into the football field. Racing and 
rowing have been marred by it. :! 

The introduction of professionalism upon 
the golf links will tend to discourage ama- 
teurs rather than to induce them to make 
better and more useful efforts. It is likely 
to make players forget that the real value 
of golf is in the outdoor game itself and 
not altogether in the size of the score. The 
real trouble with professionalism in all 
games is that it tends to make them simply 
spectacles and deprives the amateur of 
personal participation and active interest in 
them. To the extent that any sport becomes 
spectacular it ceases to be useful. Golf 
is too good a game to gpoil in this way. 


OPPOSITION TO PARCELS POST. 
One of the subjects that will probab 
come up before the next session of Con- 
gress is the cheap parcels post. Senator 
Pettigrew's bill, which provides for the car- 
rying of a maximum ofsixty pounds of mer- 
chandise in the mails for 30 cénts, may be 
reported favorably. The average citizen 
seems inclined to favor the idea of such a 
system, but the trade papers of the coun- 
try are violently opposed to it. They say 
it would ruin the retail merchants and 
benefit only a few large mailing concerns on 
the Atlantic seaboard or in the large cities. 
Their arguments are such as to show that 
the matter should be seriously considered 
from all sides before Congress takes any 

final action on it. | 

The Dry Goods Reporter, which speaks 
for a large proportion of the country mer- 
chants thronghout the West, holds that a 
cheap parcels post would give the big estab- 
lishments near the Eastern mills an en- 
trance into every small town and rural dis- 
trict from Maine to California, and would 
make the government pay their transporta- 
tion bills. The merchant must pay for his 
freight according to distance, but the mail 
order house, with a parcels post, would pay 
the same trifling charge for all distances. 
It is claimed that the city concern could 
thus underbid the local merchants of other 
towns on their own ground and destroy 
their business. Opponents of the measure 
say that a cheap parcels post would simply 
subsidize the Eastern establishments to the 
amount of the freight or express charges, 
and that the money would come out of the 
pockets of the public in the shape of taxes 
to cover postal deficits. 

The distance element in the problem 
should not be overlooked. We are accus- 
tomed to see letters sent for two cents to 
all parts of the union, regardless of dis- 
tance. Small merchandise packages are 
earried in the same way, but at a considera- 
bly higher rate. It is now proposed to keep 
on disregarding the distance element on 
merchandise and at the same time to adopt 


a carrying rate much lower than that ot 


ere not needed. The

Letters and merchandise are 
essentially different, and the reasoning that 
treats them as practically alike is in danger 
of being fallacious. 

European nations that hav 
cheap parcels post have usually graded the 
charges according to distance, thus leaving 
the matter on the freight basis. The great- 
er distances in this country add still more 
to the importahce of this point. The proba- 
bility of greatly increasing the annua! postal 
deficit must also be considered. The effects 
upon.local enterprise and the liability to 
injure the mail service or become fintncially 
burdensome should be carefully looked into. 
There are evidently two sides to the ques- 
tion, both of which should be investigated 


by Congressmen.

Four years ago, when William J. Bryan 
spoke in Madison Square Garden, New 
York, a large number of persons went there 
from motives of curiosity, and when they 
had satisfied it they filed out of the hall, 
leaving it only half full long before Mr, 
Bryan had closed his speech.

PROTECT. DOCTORS’ LICENSES. 


Appellate Court Decides State Board of 
Health Cannot Revoke Certificates 
Issued Before July 1, 1899. 


The decision of the Appellate Court deny- 
ing the State Board of Health the right to 
discipline or revoke the certificate of phy- 
sicians licensed before July 1,. 1800, is re- 
garded by Attorney John A. Barnes as a 
menace to public safety. 

“As it stands,“ said Mr. Barnes, the 
decision practically robs the State of the 
power to stop malpractice. It leaves the peo- 
ple dependent wholly on the Criminal Courts. 
I will contest the decision, carrying it to 
the Supreme Court, and I am confident the 
decision will be reversed. At present there 
are 14,000 physicians in the State, at least 
800 of whom are fakers.”’ 

The Appellate Court’s decision was ren- 
dered in the case of Dr. William F. Ross, 
who was licensed as a doctor in 1895, and 
who was summoned before the State board 
in September, 1899, to show why his license 
should not be revoked for fessional 
conduct. The Circuit Court and subse- 
quently the Appellate Court ruled that the 
State board’s power was limited to juris- 
diction of physicians licensed under the med- 
ical act of 1899.
